It  is  therefore  impossible  to  report  to  you  with  any  degree  of 
accuracy  on  the  number  of  births  and  deaths,  for  instance,  and  any  figures 
mentioned  in  these  connections  must  be  regarded  as  provisional.  Annual 
rates  are  not  available,  and  as  a matter  of  fact  the  whole  exercise  so  far 
as  births  and  deaths  are  concerned  at  this  stage  is  just  about  futile.
